Population by Age and Sex, Australian States and Territories, Census Edition - Final

resident population of Australian states and territories as at 30 June from 1997 to 2001, and 
preliminary estimates as at 30 June 2002. These are based on the 2001 Census of 
Population and Housing.

Australian Demographic Statistics, 2001 Census Edition - Final, September Quarter 
2002 (cat. no. 3101.0) was released in March 2003. It contains final estimates of the 
resident populations (ERP) of Australia and the states/territories based on the results of the 
2001 Census of Population and Housing from September 1996 to June 2001, revised data 
from September 2001 to June 2002 and preliminary data for September 2002. It also 


contains data on the components of population growth (natural increase, net overseas and 
net interstate migration) for the respective periods, and a special article on how Australia 
calculates the ERP.

Accessing the 2001 National Health Survey (NHS) Confidentialised Unit Record File 
(CURF). The 2001 NHS CURF was released on 8 April 2003. The CURE is available on CD- 
ROM and via the new Remote Access Data Laboratory (RADL), a system which allows 
approved clients access to CURF data at their desktop via a secure internet link. In addition 
to state/territory information, the RADL file also contains more detailed information than the 
CD-ROM file for a range of other variables.

2003 Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers 


2003 SURVEY OF DISABILITY, AGEING AND CARERS 


Enumeration of the 2003 Survey of Disability, Ageing and Carers is due to commence in 


June 2003 and will continue through to November 2003. Results from the survey are 
expected to be released from 30 June 2004. Data will cover three main areas: people with a 
disability (including disability status, main condition, assistance needed/received, use of 
aids, use of public transport and employment restrictions); older persons (including 
assistance needed/received, culture leisure participation, disability status and income); and 
people who provide assistance to others because of their disability (including carer status, 
relationship to main recipient, time spent caring for main recipient, need for and receipt of 
respite care, reasons for caring).

RURAL AND REGIONAL AUSTRALIA 


Country Matters: Social Atlas of Rural and Regional Australia (cat. no. 2049.0) is due 
for release in June 2003. Country Matters has been jointly produced by the Bureau of Rural 
Sciences and the ABS with funding support from the Rural Industries Research and 
Development Corporation. The publication focuses on Australia's non-metropolitan 
population at Statistical Local Area level. It contains maps illustrating key 
demographic/socio-economic characteristics and social aspects relevant to life in rural and 
regional Australia; comparisons between 1996 and 2001 Census data; and data from other 
sources including the Australian Taxation Office, the Department of Family and Community 
Services and Centrelink.

CRIMINAL COURTS 


Criminal Courts, Australia (cat. no. 4513.0) was released on 9 April 2003. It presents 
statistics relating to the criminal jurisdiction of the Higher (Supreme and Intermediate) and 
Magistrates’ Courts of Australia, for the period 1 July 2001 to 30 June 2002. The statistics 
are based on data extracted from administrative records held by state and territory agencies 
responsible for courts administration. It provides a picture of the characteristics of 
defendants dealt with by the Higher Criminal Courts, including information on the offences 
and sentence types associated with those defendants. Summary data relating to the criminal 
workload of the Higher Courts for individual years from 1996-97 is also included. For more 
information email: crime.justice@abs.gov.au.
